Wallace and other ad ministra­ 
tion farm ex ecu tiv es were the 
first witnesses su mmoned by a 
senate ap p rop riations su b-com­ 
mittee as it began hearing testi­ 
mony on the annu al agricu ltu re 
d ep artment su p p ly bill. 
The measu re, as ap p rov ed by 
the hou se, p rov id es for ex p end i­ 
tu re of $835,000,000, bu t a grou p 
of senators rep resenting nearly 
all agricu ltu ral sections wants 
to increase this to $1,235,000,000. 
Senator Lu cas (D-Ill.), a lead ­ 
er in the corn-wheat-d airy bloc, 
was try ing to mu ster su p p ort for 
the increases tod ay at a confer­ 
ence of senators from 16 north­ 
ern and western states. 
Sou thern senators hav e offer­ 
ed an amend ment to the bill for 
a $250,000,000 increase in farm 
benefit p ay ments. These wou ld 
be in ad d ition to the $500,000,000 
ap p rov ed by the hou se for cot­ 
ton, corn, wheat, tobacco and 
rice growers u nd er the ad minis­ 
tration’s crop control p rogram. 
Northern senators offered a 
similar amend ment for $150,000,- 
000 to su p p lement the crop su r­ 
p lu s d isp osal p rogram, which is 
financed throu gh annu al d iv er­ 
sion of $9 0,000,000 of cu stoms re­ 
ceip ts. 
This boost wou ld be of 
chief benefit to d airy , liv estock , 
fru it and other p rod u cers who 
receiv e no d irect p ay ments u nd er 
the crop control set-u p . 
By p u rchases of su rp lu s bu t­ 
ter, fru its and meats for relief 
d istribu tion the gov ernment has 
been able to m aintain p rices for 
these p rod u cers. 
Rep u blican lead er McNary in­ 
d icated his senate forces wou ld 
su p p ort a $300,000,000 increase in 
farm fu nd s, with $175,000,000 for 
p arity p ay ments and $125,000,000 
for su rp lu s p rograms. 
Economy -mind ed senators are 
in agreement that if the north­ 
ern and sou thern farm grou p s 
mu ster their fu ll v oting strength,

Su rv ey s of this cou n try ’s win ­ 
ter wheat belt showed that al­ 
thou g h fav orable weather had 
rev iv ed farmers’ hopes of harv ­ 
estin g g ood y ields from their re­ 
du ced acreag e, domestic produ c­ 
tion wou ld fall far short of the 
crops of the past two y ears. 
This mean s, g rain market ex ­ 
perts here said, that American 
farmers cooperatin g in the g ov ­ 
ern men t’s wheat prog ram are 
takin g the in tiativ e in efforts to 
con trol produ ction . When repre- 
sen ativ es of a score of n ation s 
meet this y ear in the proposed 
world wheat con feren ce, first 
sin ce 1933, Un ited States dele­ 
g ates can su bmit proof of the 
cou n try ’s sin cerity in its effort 
to con trol wheat ou tpu t, g rain 
men said. 
No definite date for the pro­ 
posed world conference has been 
fix ed. Two representativ es of the 
United States now are en route 
to London to attend a meeting 
nex t week of a preparatory 
group of the international wheat 
adv isory committee. 
No other nation has taken 
steps to control production, grain 
men said. In most European 
countries acreage sown to winter 
wheat was larger than last sea­ 
son. Argentina has just harv est­ 
ed its second largest crop on 
record. There is no indication as 
to the ex tent of planting in Can­ 
ada but the Canadian gov ern­ 
ment is ex pected to offer a price 
guarantee to producers.

American citizens wh o h av e been p ro ne to 
ado p t th e fatalistic v iewp o int th at th is co u ntry 
inev itably mu st p articip ate in th e nex t general 
war, if and wh en it comes, np w h av e so meth ing 
with wh ich to recko n. 
Testify ing befo re th e senate fo reign relatio ns 
co mmittee, Bernard M. Baru ch gav e th e lie to 
th is gloomy attitu de. He said in effect th at we 
can keep o u t of war, and, mo reov er, th at we can 
do so with o u t igno ring “faith lessness” on th e 
p art of o th er natio ns. 
Mr. Baru ch believ ed th at th e “cash and carry ” 
sy stem, ap p lied to all goods, wou ld be a step in 
th is directio n. In h is o p inio n, it wou ld p rev ent 
th e kind of economic and co mmercial inv o lv e­ 
m ent th at fo rced American entry into th e World 
War in 19 17.

Under th e legal rev isio n u rged by Mr. Baru ch , 
th ere wou ld be no discriminatio n as between 
belligerents. Any natio n with th e money wou ld 
be enabled to p u rch ase American commodities, 
inclu ding th e imp lements of war, on a fair and 
eq u itable basis p ro v ided only th at th ey p aid fo r 
th em in cash and carried th em away o n th eir 
own v essels. 
Th e p resent p lan of embargo ing belligerents 
o n th e claim of aggressio n, acco rding to Mr. 
Baru ch , is a fo rm of economic warfare th at p ro b­ 
ably wou ld lead th is co u ntry into actu al mili­ 
tary strife. 
It is to be h o p ed th at, th ro u gh co nsideratio n 
of th is and o th er meth o ds of assu ring Ameri­ 
ca’s no n-p articip atio n, th e senate fo reign rela­ 
tio ns co mmittee will find it p ossible to dev ise a 
p lan of actio n in line with ratio nal iso latio nist 
th eo ry .

FOR SPRING SUSON 


Bretton Woods, N. H., April IO 
(A5)—It may be spring 
to the na­ 
tion 
large, bu t fou r 
men 
dwelling high abov e this 
town 
hav e been jotting down temp era­ 
tu re readings of zero and clock­ 
ing wind forces tou ching IOO 
miles an hou r in recent day s. 
The fou r, for whom spring is 
still two months remov ed, are 
weather observ ers 
atop 
Mt. 
Washington, 6,28 4 feet high, and 
their post has been called the 
most awesome and forbidding 
inhabited spot in the entire 
northeastern United States. 
On Satu rday , 
for 
instance, 
v /hen the rest of the cou ntry was 
bru shing u p its Easter finery , the 
Mt. Washington weather “col­ 
ony ” reported its temp eratu re at 
zero, with a 92-mile wind whip­ 
ping a snow storm so that the 
flakes were swept along on a hor­ 
izontal plane. Snow 30 inches 
deep cov ered the few protected 
p atchs of grou nd. Yesterday , 
howev er, it was 4 abov e. 
Not many weeks ago a rep ort 
of 128 miles an hou r, was sent 
ou t on the ou tpost’s radio, and 
on this same spot on April 12, 
1934, there was clocked the high­ 
est wind ev er recorded by man— 
231 miles an hou r. 
The observ atory staff this y ear 
inclu des Alex ander A. Macken­ 
zie, Leonard, formerly of Hanov ­ 
er, N. H., and Irv ing Zellon of 
Fitchbu rg, Mass. 
Scientists hav e described the 
su mmit of Mt. Washington as a 
su b-Arctic island,” and the de­ 
scription isn’t hard to believ e. 
Du ring one 16 -day period this 
winter the wind rose abov e hu r­ 
ricane v elocity —75 miles an hou r 
—on 14* day s, and on one of the 
two other day s it was only three 
miles an hou r u nder hu rricane 
v elocity . On the “q u iet” day in 
this period the wind blew “only ” 
60 miles an hou r. What little 
v egetation there is du ring the 
short 
su mmers—when 
snow 
storms are not a rarity —corres­ 
ponds to that of Greenland. 
Food, coal and 10,000 gallons 
of gasoline are hau led* u p du ring 
the su mmer, and a gasoline en­ 
gine operates an electric gener­ 
ator which su pplies lights and 
cu rrent for a short wav e radio 
set, on which weather reports 
are sent to the Blu e Hill Observ ­ 
atory of Harv ard u niv ersity at 
Milton, Mass. 


IN [CC ROLLING ON 
WHITE HOUSE UWN

Washington, April IO (A’jh—The 
big wrou ght-iron ‘gates to the 
White 
Hou se 
grou nds 
were 
throu wn open today so that 
thou sands of children cou ld roll 
Easter eggs and mess u p the 
most famou s lawn in America. 
“Sometimes,” sighed Grou nd- 
keeper William S. Reev es philo­ 
sophically , “we don’t get the egg 
p articles ou t u ntil su mmer. Bu t 
that’s all right with me.” 
Ifs old stu ff with Reev es. He 
has spent 34 y ears u nscrambling 
these ju v enile omelettes from the 
lawn of the ex ecu tiv e mansion. 
Offhand he tells y ou that by 
nightfall the following will hav e 
hap p ened: 
Forty assistant grou ndkeepers 
will be nerv ou s wrecks. 
More than 150 children will be 
temporarily sep arated from their 
parents. 
At least half a dozen mothers 
will faint. 
Fifteen thou sand pu dgy fists 
will be aimed at 15 ,000 other fac­ 
es. 
Easter egg rolling in the cap i­ 
tal is as old as “log rolling” in 
congress, bu t nobody knows ju st 
when it started on the White 
Hou se lawn. 
Some historians say that Pres­ 
ident Hay es began the cu stom in 
1878, bu t others contend that 
Washington children probably 
started it themselv es. 
The egg rolling becarv e seriou s 
du ring the Hoov er administra­ 
tion, when 
5 1,347 y ou ngsters 
filled the White Hou se grass with 
egg shells and the spring air 
with y elling. 
In 1937, President and Mrs. 
Roosev elt were host to 53,000. 
Last y ear the figu re was slightly 
greater. 
It is an accepted fact that the 
children come to play with their 
eggs, and the p arents come to 
see su ch of the Roosev elts as are 
in town. 
Egg rolling isn’t a v ery good 
description of what goes on, be­ 
cau se v ery few boy s and girls 
actu ally roll the eggs. 
Grou ndkeepers say egg-throw­ 
ing wou ld be a better description, 
for there’s not a tree in the his­ 
toric grou nds that doesn’t serv e 
as a target. 
“They 
ev en 
bring baseball 
bats,” ex plained a ju nior keeper, 
“and whack the stu ff arou nd 
like a game.” 


Bloomington, Ind. — Wednes-; 
afternoons hav e had a new 
meaning the p ast three months 
to pu pils in more than 900 ele­ 
mentary and high schools. 
Each Wednesday afternoon at 
two o’clock since early Janu ary 
grou ps of stu dents hav e gathered 
in each of these 900 schools, as 
shown by the ty pical grou p 
abov e, and in Indianapolis Fa­ 
tten Sev itzky , condu ctor of the 
Indianapolis Sy mphony Orches­ 
tra, u pper left, has raised his 
baton to lead the orchestra in 
its weekly broadcast concert. 
Pu pils and orchestra hav e been 
brou ght together to the end that 
the y ou nger generation of Hoo­ 
siers may hav e a greater ap p re­ 
ciation of good mu sic throu gh 
the mediu m of radio and ad­ 
v ance program notes su pplied to 
the schools by Samu el T. Bu rns, 
professor of school mu sic of In­ 
diana Univ ersity , u pper right. 
The idea of bringing to the 
boy s and girls of Indiana ele­ 
mentary and high schools the 
best in mu sic as ex emplified in 


the weekly concerts of the Indi­ 
anapolis Sy mphony Orchestra 
originated with Prof. Bu rns, who 
joined the Indiana Univ ersity 
School of Mu sic facu lty last fall 
after hav ing dev eloped as state 
su perv isor of mu sic of Lou isi­ 
ana one of the cou ntry ’s ou t­ 
standing school mu sic programs. 
Knowing that the pu pils cou ld 
not be brou ght to the concerts, 
he decided with the aid of the 
u niv ersity ’s ex tension div ision to 
take the concerts to the pu pils. 
All Indiana schools were of­ 
fered throu gh the u niv ersity ’s 
ex tension div ision adv ance pro­ 
gram notes on the broadcast 
concerts. These notes, prepared 
by Prof. Bu rns and his colleagu e 
in the School of Mu sic, Robert S. 
Tangeman, professor of mu sic 
appreciation and history , inter­ 
preted the compositions to be 
play ed by the orchestra in non­ 
technical langu age and gav e in­ 
teresting facts abou t the com­ 
poser. 
“It was plainly an ex periment 


in mu sic appreciation bu t the 
resu lts hav e been far bey ond 
ou r ex pectations,” say s 
Prof. 
Bu rns. “We thou ght that p er­ 
haps 200 schools might be in­ 
terested. Instead, req u ests came 
from 1,015 persons, 901 schools, 
and from 91 of the 92 cou nties of 
the state. School administrators 
and mu sic su perv isors hav e ev i­ 
denced great interest in the plan 
designed to giv e boy s and girls 
in the grades and high school as 
ex tensiv e 
knowledge of 
the 
world’s masterpieces of mu sic as 
they seem to hav e of swing and 
cu rrently popu lar compositions.’ 
Ru sh cou nty schools which 
hav e receiv ed the interp retativ e 
notes as prepared 
by Profs. 
Bu rns and Tangeman inclu de: 
Carthage 
school, 
Glenwood 
school, Morton Memorial high 
school, Manilla high school, Cen­ 
ter Township school, Raleigh 
high school, Hav ens school, New 
Salem school, Belle Gregg school, 
Gings school, and Graham An­ 
nex school.

To Offer Greece, Turkey 
Protection From Inv asion

there will be little chance of 
blocking the increases. Senator 
Adams (D.-Colo.), who has led 
numerous attempts to curtail ap­ 
propriations, commented: 
“ When the farm boy s g et to­ 
g ether here, nothing seems to 
be able to stop them.” 
Senator Frazier (R-N. D.), who 
adv ocates 
a 
“ cost-by -produc- 
tion” farm bill, said he would 
“ g o along on the increases al­ 
thoug h I don’t think they ’ll do 
any g ood.” 
Wallace, he said, had estimat­ 
ed that the wheat g rowers would 
g et about 28 cents a bushel in 
benefit pay ments this y ear and 
would be elig ible for a farm loan 
of about 58 cents. 
“ That’s 8 6 cents a bushel and 
far below both parity prices or 
the cost of production,” Frazier 
said. “ The farmer will continue 
to g o broke.” 


(Fro m Pa g e One) 
ports, which are imp ortant to 
the safety of the British-French 
trade rou tes throu gh the Medi­ 
terranean. 
Chamberlain’s message to Pre­ 
mier Mu ssolini, said to hav e been 
conv ey ed by the Earl of Perth, 
British ambassador to Rome, was 
reported to be that Britain wou ld 
“consider any attemp t to seize 
Corfu as a casu s belli (cau se of 
war).” 
At the same time ru mors that 
Britain intended to occu py Cor­ 
fu , which is off the sou thern tip 
of Albania and gu ards the gate­ 
way to the Adriatic, were denied. 
Chamberlain and his minis­ 
ters met at IO Downing street in 
the first bank holiday cabinet 
session since the World War. 
Defense ministers were said to 
hav e pointed ou t to the cabinet 
that Britain’s position in the 
eastern Mediterranean and p ar­ 


ticu larly her defense of the Su ez 
canal wou ld be seriou sly threat­ 
ened by any Italian domination 
of Greece. 
The ministers also were said to 
hav e discu ssed Gibraltar. It was 
feared here that Spanish Gener­ 
alissimo Franco’s adherence to 
the 
anti-Comi tern 
p act 
was 
merely the start of a Spanish 
policy 
of 
collaboration 
with 


Rome and Berlin. It was recog­ 
nized that Franco was in a posi­ 
tion to redu ce Gibraltar to rela­ 
tiv e u nimportance.
